III. In the Byelaw 251(h), delete the words "November 

for May.for December delivery” from the existing 

Byelaw 251 (k) and substitute therefor the following words, 
viz.:—October for May delivery, in the month of February 
for September delivery and in the month of July for Decem¬ 
ber delivery,"

IV. In Byelaw 1(21), delete the existing definition given 
in Byelaw 1(21) and substimto a new definition as under:—■ 

“Spot rate weans the ready rate for the day in respect 
of the fair average quality of the commodity turmeric traded 
in substantial quantity in the Sangli market out of the tender- 
able varieties fixed by the Board or by a committee appointed 
by the Board.” 

V. In Byelaw 32, the following explanation shall be added 
at the end of the existing Byelaw 32 “Explanation :—When 
the iULUies puces iue suujecL co the restriction ot the weekly 
range, the duo-date-rate to be fixed by the Board shall be 
within the limits of the weekly range.

“wilting to the seller” in the existing Byelaw. 

VII. Byclaw 136,—After the existing Byelaw No. 136, the 
additional new Byelaws viz. No. 136A and 136B(1) and (2) 
shall be added. 

“136 A :—“The Board shall appoint a local committee of 
not more than 5 persons at every upcouniry delivery centre 
in the month preceding the month of delivery. The com¬ 
mittee shall consist of turmeric merchants and/or officers of 
the local merchants’ association. The quorum shall be of 
2 disinterested persons. The committee shall inquire into 
and decide the applications under Byelaw 136(B)(1) and 
such other matters, if any, entrusted to it by the Board 
from time to time. The decision of the Commit.ee shall 
be final and conclusive and shall be binding on all persons 
to the dispute casual vacancy shal be filled in by the Board”. 


136B(1) If the seller has issued a delivery order without 
any goods or with insufficient goods to tender against the 
same or the seller or his agent does not give delivery of 
the §oods, then tho buyer or his agent should apply in writing 
within 24 hours to the local Committee appointed by the 
Board of the exchange under Byelaw 136A and sond a copy 
theerof to the Exchange.
